Evan sville, In d ., April 28.—On or­ 
d er* of Mayor C harles G. Covert, all 
the mon ey slot m achin es have been 
removed from the saloon s an d billiard 
halls of the city. 
It is estim ated there 
w ere 500 m achin es removed . 
W heth­ 
er they will be perm itted to run agaia 
un d er Mayor Covert’s ad m in istration 
is n ot kn own . 
Sin ce Covert becam e 
m ayor the m achin es have been oper­ 
ated exten sively, but two or three 
tim es they have been ord ered out for 
a few weeks, when they w ere quietly 
put in operation again . 
The R etail M erchan ts’ association 
had a m eetin g several d ays ago, an d 
the m em bers in their d iscussion d e­ 
n oun ced the slot m achin es, con ten d ­ 
in g that they took mon ey from the 
regular chan n els of trad e. 
The asso­ 
ciation asked the Evan sville Busin ess 
association an d the Evan sville M an u­ 
facturers’ association to take up tn e 
m atter. 
The grocers had called an ­ 
other m eetin g an d it was gen erally 
un d erstood that the m ayor would be 
asked to ord er 
the m achin es out. 
Upon prom ise from the m ayor th at 
the m achin es would be removed , the 
grocers postpon ed their d iscussion on 
the question . 
The stan d taken by Mayor Covert 
that prize-fights can n ot be pulled off 
within the city’s lim its, an d the re­ 
moval of the slot m achin es are taken 
for gran ted by the gen eral public that 
the local officials in ten d to tighten up 
som e on the rein s in ord er to appease 
the local m in isters, who have been 
appealin g to Govern or Han ly to come 
here an d see for him self how thin gs 
are run . 
G overn or H an ly has prom ­ 
ised to ad d ress the Evan sville m in is­ 
ters some tim e in Jun e.
